the system comprising: 

■ a server infrastructure comprising a kernel having a hard-coded portion for getting or 
fetching service interface definitions. 

■ Wherein the kemel of the server infrastructure gets or fetches any service interface 
definitions for the service-oriented software service modules that perform system 
fimctions such that the kemel breaks circularity created when the service interface 
definitions reference the server infrastructure.
